An industry of considerable import- 


ance among tho farmora of thin part of 
tho country nt this season is tlmt of nnt- 
Kiithoring. Hero uro cliostnntB, hick- 
ory nuts, blavk wnlnuts, Imzlonuts imd 
butternuts; mid thoy havo comiuercittl 
^nlno respcctivoly in the order named. 


In about two weeks moro ohestnnts 


will beyiii to couio into tho markets. 
The lli-bt iiwtalliuont will cousi&t of 
but a low quarts. Thoy will probably 
conio from tho farm of 'Widow Cnilclo- 
back, near hero, and will probably ) ring 
25 or DO cunts n qunrt. The priuo for 
early choHtnuts varies ironi J5 to $8 
per biishol -doponding soniowhat on 
tlioir quality as well as upon tho pros- 
l>oi;tsi of a Ui'ffo or small orop. 
At 


present thoro is a fjroat uncortiiinty us 
to what this crop will amount to. The 
burrs wore plentiful and wore filling 
nieoly until ehoekod by tlio drouth 
and tho protracted cold, but tho nut 
does not Heem to bo Illling woll now. 
And so the chances nro that tho crop 
will not bo a very Ini'go nor good 
one, in which cane the price por bushel 
is not likely to fall much below $>1. 
When those nuts aro plentiful tlin prico 
Hiimotiniua falls to $2 and lory rarely to 
$1.511 per bushel. 


Tlii'i-o is a popular behof that the 


chestnut burrs do not burst until 
touched by a sharp flout. This error 
is so ciiHily dissipated by a little obser- 
vation that one is surprised 
to hour 


fin nuirs calculating upon an early har- 
vest ot uuth following mi early frost. 
The burrs crude only upon jimtiuing 
Tliero have already been several heavy 
frosts hereabout*), 'but Iho nut, not ydt 
lit'ing ripoucd, IIIIH not iallon to tlio 
ground, and it will bo nearly two weeks 
ere any Mill be brought into Iho 
markets. 


Hickory nuts will bo very plentiful 


tliisjeiir. 
They Imvo boon miirco for 


Home years, ami the prices have ranged 
from Sli to y,\ per bushel. Tlin (irst 
nuts this >ear will bring probably S,'J a 
a bushel in the local luarketH, mid alVr 
Unit they will n.pidlv dechno in price, 
HO that it is not unlikely thut thoy can 
bo puroluvHod for 50 cents a bUHliol by 
tho middfo of November. Thoso nuts 
will conio into market about October 1.

Tho haalemit (Corylus Aniovieann) is 


plentiful this year. This nut is but a 
trilto smaller than tho European (llbert 
«!orylus Avellnua), is nearly as deli- 
cious, but possesses u toughor shell. It 
has no standard commercial vnhio, 
though it HomotimcB brings 50 cents 
and oven $1 n bushel among thoso who 
dcsiro tlio ants for winter nso.
